The Federal Election Commission gave 11 candidates $4.4 million 
on Jan. 13, with $110,964 going to the Illinois Democrat’s campaign 
war chest. gente = 

‘Taxpayers create the fund by checking the $1 contribution box on 
their annual income tax returns, The government matches small 
contributions ($250 or less) dollar-for-dollar in states where the can- 
didate has raised more than $5,000 in small contributions. = 

The FEC reviews applications for each candidate monthly, but 
candidates can make special requests for the funds 
every two weeks. 

» The new infusion of cash for Simon brings the 
total amount of federal money received by his cam- 
paign to $1.5 million. 

Gary Hart, the Democrat who withdrew from the 
race for seven months last year, received $837,000 in 
the most recent distribution of funds. Massachusetts 
Gov. Michael Dukakis is not expected to apply for 
funds until late January, and a special request by 
Jesse Jackson was denied because of incorrect Paul Simon

Other Democrats who received matching funds in the latest round 
are former Arizona Gov. Bruce Babbitt ($22,829), Tennessee Sen. 
Albert Gore Jr. ($219,456) and St. Louis Rep. Richard A. Gephardt 
($173,615). 

A Republican, former television evangelist Pat Robertson, collect- 
ed the Tar est single matching funds check, $1 million; bringing his 
mateting Sands total to $5.5 million. 

Vice ident George Bush, who receiyed a $400,000. check Jan. 
13, has received the largest amount of matching funds for candidates 
of both parties, nearly $6.2 million. . A 

The other Republicans receiving funds were Senate Republican 
Leader Robert Dole of Kansas ($933,572), former Delaware Gov.'Pete 
DuPont—($173,210), former Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
($18,083) and New York U.S. Rep. Jack Kemp ($451,771). 

FEC spokeswoman Karen Finucan said the election commission 
automatically withholds some of the money that candidates say they 
are entitled to, based on their rate of errors.

Clinton nuclear plant costlier 
than bigger plant in Missouri 


SPRINGFIELD — Union 
Electric Co. and Illinois Power 
Co. both began construction of 
nuclear generators in 1976. But 
TP’s Clinton_plant cost one-third 
more, was finished nearly three 
years later and is cos! Illinois 
rate-payers substantially more 
than UE’s larger Callaway plant. 

IP in November asked the Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission to 
allow it to. raise rates of its cus- 
tomers by more than 50 percent, 
in-stages over a period: of up to 
10 years, to pay for the rest of 
Clinton. 

But UE’s Illinois customers 
have already absorbed practical- 
ly all of the Callaway cost and 
are paying lower electric rates 
than IP customers are now. 

According to IP's own figures, 
a_‘‘typical. annual _residential 
bill” for its customers under the 
first year (1989) of its proposed 
rate hike would be $884, com- 
pared to $822 for UE customers.

Ten years ago, before any 
nuclear plant costs were passed 
on to customers, IP had signifi- 
cantly lower rates than UE.

Schoemehl suspected move

St. Louis Mayor Vincent C. 
Schoemehl~ Jr. said he . has 
known for ‘more than a year that 
talks aimed at keeping the foot- 
ball Cardinals in St. Louis have 
been a “‘charade.” 

. Cardinal owner Bill would. not 
negotiate with the city in good 
faith on terms of a lease for a 

downtown stadium as 
early as re Sclivemehl told 
reporters at a press conference 
Friday after Bidwill announced 
his intentions to move the team 
to Phoenix, Ariz. 

“I knew he was not serious 
about staying here when I asked 
him what terms he needed for a 
new- stadium,” Schoemehl--said. 
“‘He would not tell us the terms 
wanted, air rent he was will- 
ing to pay, how many luxury 
boxes he wanted and what per- 
coer of concessions he want-

Watkins found out about the 
Cardinals’ fate around noon Fri- 
day. He was attending a recep- 
tion at the General Motors plant 
in Wentzville when—a_ friend. 

Then. there 
was a brief flashback to what he 
and the fans had accomptghed 
during the three-year ordeal. 

“I think we’ve kept things in 
perspective,”. he said. “I don’t 
think the fans of St. Louis have 

the ball at all. In fact, 
Mr. Bidwill has said all along, 


vand he concluded a press confer- 


ence the day by saying, he 
was very pleased. He felt the 
fans of St. Louis have been tre- 
mendous. 

“That’s what we wanted to do. 
My heart and thanks go out to 
the people of St. Louis. They 
showed a lot of class.”" 

Watkins isn’t as_kind to area 
civic leaders and lawmakers in 
Jefferson City. 

“The relationship between the 
city and county hasn’t been very 
positive,’ he said. “I know the 
governor has been very active in 
the last month and a half. But so 
much of his time was pene try- 
ing to get agreement from. the 


Schoemehl said he knew the 
talks were futile when Bidwill 
announced he would not allow 
beer to be sold in the proposed 
stadium. 

“In a city where the. stadium 
he is vacating is owned by. - 
Anheuser-Busch and the compa- 
ny would be a major force in 
building a new facility, you can- 
not say no beer sales,’’ he said.

Louis by filing papers with the 
NFL showing all efforts and-pro- 

als that the St. Louis area 

is made to Bidwill. 

he mayor feels Bidwill's 
announcement that he will move 
is like the opening moves in a 
chess game. He will -counter 
with trying to demonstrate that 
St. Louis has made substantial 
offers to Bidwill and will ask the 
league to block the move. 

City attorney James Wilson 
will draw_the documents and file 
papers with the NFL by the end 
of next week, Schoemehl said. 

‘We intend to demonstrate we 
have presented him with a sig- 
nificant offer to stay here,"’ 
Schoemehl said. ‘‘We are defend- 
ing the reputation of St. Louis to 
the NFL. 


“The question is will the other

The worst may be yet to 
come. If Schoemehl proceeds 
with his plan to fight Bidwill’s 
move_in court, some football 
critics feel-NFL owners will look 
unfavorably on St. Louis as_an 
expansion franchise ‘city.

by two teams in 1990. St. Louis 
is one of eight cities being con- 
sidered. 

Watkins says St. Louis’ media 
market makes it a frontrunner 
along with Baltimore, which lost 
the Colts to Indianapolis three 
yours ago. 


“I think we came within a 
field goal .of keeping Mr._Bid- 
will’s team heré, but we lost,” 
Watkins said. “It’s funny, but 
there’s something about kicking 
field goals in this town that 
we're not very good at. 


“You look at that and sa: 
lost. But what I really ‘adenine 
about the people of St. Louis is 
they know how to lose. Instead 
of giving 10 to 20 reasons why 
they lost, they realize there’s 
another game to play.”

NFL owners allow an owner to 
leave one city just because he 
can make more money in-anoth- 
er city?

At stake for the NFL is fan 
support and loyalty to a team, 
Schoemehl said.

But Schoemehl realizes it ‘is an 
uphill battle to prevent the team 
from moving, ennecially when 
coupled with the possibility that 
some owners may like the idea 
foe ” ing. ae toate t7 the 
city wil ie best proposal. 

“When the NFL (owners are) 
informed about how good the 
city’s bid was, maybe they will 
be so impressed that they will 
vote to_let Bidwill_ge—se-—one—of 
them can come in here and take 
it (our offer),”” he said. 

Schoemehl said he also will 
try to get a new domed stadium 
built dor wh and is urging the 
state lature to create a sta- 
dium district to finance it, in 
pert to-help get an expansion 
ranchise for the city.
